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The  United  States  currently  accounts  for  approximately  28  percent  of  the  world 
lard  production  and  52  percent  of  the  total  output  of  tallow  and  greases.  The 
U.  S.  is  also  the  world's  largest  exporter^  accounting  for  about  73  percent  of 
the  world  trade  for  both  commodities. 

Lard  exports  may  drop  as  much  as  15  percent  in  1958  as  a  result  of  increased 
;foreign  competition  along  with  a  shift  in  consumption  f rom^  lard  to  vegetable 
fats.    Exports  of  tallow  are  expected  to  continue  at  a  rate  close  to  the  fairly 
high  level  of  1957- 
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World  Production  and  Trade 

World  production  of  lard  and  unrendered  hog  fat  (in  terms  of  lard)  in  1957 
totaled  9.05  "billion  pounds.    This  was  slightly  lower  than  the  9»07  'oillion 
pounds  in  I956.    The  small  drop  resulted  principally  from  a  decline  in  output 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada.     In  "both  Western  and  Eastern  Europe  production 
was  up  somewhat  "because  of  an  increase  in  hog  slaughter.    Production  was  up 
moderately  in  such  major  producing  countries  as  Argentina,  Belgium Luxembourg 
Austria,  West  Germany,  Italy,  the  Netherlands,  and  Brazil.     In  France,  however, 
it  was  down  somewhat  because  of  a  decline  in  hog  slaughter. 

The  United  States  is  by  far  the  principal  lard  producing  and  exporting  coTintry. 
In  1957  U.  S.  lard  production  totaled  2.6  billion  poiinds,  or  201  million  pounds 
less  than  in  1956. 

U.  S.  Trade 

U.  S.  exports  of  lard  during  1957  totaled  501  million  pounds,  compared 
with  611  million  pounds  shipped  in  1956.    Although  U.  S.  exports  to  TTorth  American 
markets  were  up  about  7  percent,  exports  to  South  American  and  European  markets 
declined  kk  percent  and  33  percent,  respectively. 

In  1957  U.  S.  exports  were  distributed  as  follows:    North  America  hS  percent, 
Europe  ^7  percent.  South  America  3  percent,  Asia  and  Africa  2  percent.    This  con- 
trasts sharply  with  1956  when  5^  percent  of  U.  S.  lard  export  went  to  Europe,  37 
percent  to  North  America  and  5  percent  to  South  America. 

The  principal  reasons  for  the  I8  percent  drop  in  U.  S.  exports  were  higher 
U.  S.  prices  during  the  first  9  months  of  the  year,  a  sharp  decline  in  exports 
under  Public  Law  ^0,  and  increased  competition  in  foreign  markets  from  com- 
petitive fats  and  oils. 

U.  S.  Exports  to  North  American  Markets 

U.  S.  lard  exports  to  the  North  American  area  totaled  2^2  million  pounds 
in  1957^  compajred  with  227  million  pounds  in  1956.    The  most  important  U.  S. 
markets  in  North  America  are  Cuba,  Canada  and  Mexico,  with  Cuba  accounting  for 
about  75  percent  of  the  trade  to  this  area.    In  1957  U.  S.  lard  exports  to  Cuba 
were  up  about  10  percent,  being  stimulated  by  a  relatively  large  sugar  crop  which 
expanded  consumer  purchasing  power. 

U.  S.  lard  exports  to  Canada  increased  from  17*7  million  pounds  in  1956  to 
26.6  inillion  pounds  in  1957*  Canada's  need  for  greater  imports  resulted  from  a 
13-percent  drop  in  domestic  production.  Total  hog  slaughter  in  Canada's  feder- 
aJ-ly- inspected  plants  during  1957  "^as  8  percent  below  1956. 

Increased  lard  production  in  Mexico  caused  a  decline  in  import  needs.  U.S. 
lard  exported  to  Mexico  totaled  11.8  million  pounds  in  1957  conrpaxed  with  lh,Q 
million  in  I956. 
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U.  S.  Exports  to  South  American  Markets 


U.  S.  exports  of  lard  to  South  America  dropped  from  27.6  million  pounds 
in  1956  to  15.^  million  pounds  in  1957*    More  competitive  prices  offered  by- 
Argentina  and  substantial  reduction  in  imports  by  Bolivia,  Brazil  and  Peru 
were  mainly  responsible. 

U.  S.  Exports  to  European  Markets 

Lard  exports  to  Europe  dropped  from  353»2  million  in  1956  to  238. 0  million 
last  year.    This  decline  resulted  primarily  from  the  fact  that  European  lard 
supplies  were  available  at  prices  considerably  more  attractive  than  from  the 
United  States.    The  principal  markets  in  the  European  areas  for  U.  S.  lard  are 
the  United   Kingdan,  West  Germany,  Yugoslavia,  and  Austria.    With  the  exception 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  all  imported  substantially  less  lard  from  the  U.  S.  in 
1957. 

Lard  imports- to  West  Germany  declined  from  96  million  pounds  in  1956  to 
about  66  million  in  1957,  a  decrease  of  31  percent.    Imports  of  U.  S.  lard 
into  West  Germany  declined  much  more — from  70.2  million  pounds  in  1956  to  I7.8 
million  in  1957 — a  decrease  of  75  percent.    During  1957  West  Germany  took  much 
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Polish  lard  at  very  low  prices.    In  November  1957  the  Polish  lard  was  approxi- 
mately 3  to  ^  cents  per  pound  cheaper  than  U.  S.  lard.    Increased  production 
of  European  lards,  and  greater  availability  of  vegetable  oils  were  also  factors 
causing  the  drop  in  trade  to  the  West  German  market. 

The  United  Kingdom  imported  about  2kh  million  pounds  of  lard  from  all  ' 
sources  in  1957^  compared  with  approximately  222  million  in  195^.    Despite  the 
10  percent  increase,  the  U.  S.  share  of  this  market  dropped  from  75  percent  in 
1956  to  63  percent  last  year.    Over  this  same  period  France  increased  its  lard 
trade  with  the  United  Kingdom  from  .8  percent  to  10.2  percent.    Lard  imports 
from  Belgiimi  were  also  up  from  7»^  percent  in  1956  to  10. 7  percent  in  1957* 
Strong  price  competition  from  France  and  Belgiiam  was  the  principal  reason  for 
the  smaller  U.  S.  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom. 

U.  S.  lard  exports  to  Austria  fell  from  26.8  million  in  1956  to  7.5  in 
1957*    The  sharp  drop  resulted  from  a  continued  decline  in  consumer  demand, 
and  some  increase  in  domestic  supplies.    Also,  the  United  States  steam  lard 
lost  ground  to  kettle-rendered  lard  supplied  by  Eastern  European  countries  at 
more  competitive  prices.  i 

Lard  exports  fran  the  U.  S.  to  Yugoslavia  declined  substantially  because 
of  termination  of  shipments  under  Public  Law  kSO, 

Lard  Trade  Outside  tlse  U.  S. 

Major  exporting  coxintries  outside  the  United  States  are  Argentina,  Belgium, 
Denmark,  France  and  the  Netherlands.    Poland  also  has  increased  its  exports 
substantially  in  the  past  few  years. 

Lard  exports  fran  France  rose  about  35  percent  in  1957  despite  a  substantial 
drop  in  trade  with  West  Germany.    Larger  exports  to  the  United  Kingdon,  Belgiiim 
and  Reunion  were  responsible  for  most  of  the  increase.    France  has  encouraged 
the  export  of  lard  through  the  so-called  export  aid  system  and  subsidies. 

Exports  from  the  Netherlands,  Denmark  and  Belgium  also  increased  last  year 
principally  because  of  increased  trade  with  Eastern  'Europe. 

Exports  of  lard  from  Argentina  increased  fran  23  million  in  1956  to  26 
million  in  1957  with  shipments  to  Peru,  the  United  Kingdom,  Chile,  and  Italy 
accounting  for  most  of  their  foreign  trade. 


TALLOWS  AND  GREASES 

World  Production 

World  production  of  tallows  and  greases  in  1957  is  estimated  at  6.^5  billion 
pounds,  slightly  higher  than  the  6,kO  billion  pounds  produced  in  1956. 


The  gain  resulted  mainly  from  increased  slaughter  in  important  tallow 
producing  countries  outside  the  United  States.    Tallow  production  gained  about 
5  percent  in  Argentina  and  12  percent  in  Australia,  the  world's  second  and 
third  largest  suppliers,  respectively.    As  a  result  of  a  decline  in  both  hog 
and  cattle  slaughter,  U.  S.  tallow  and  grease  production  dropped  to  3«3^  billion 
pounds  in  1957  compared  with  billion  produced  in  195^.    However,  the  United 

States  continued  to  be  the  world' s  largest  producer,  accounting  for  52  percent 
of  the  world  total. 

Tallow  production  in  the  United  States  has  shown  a  definite  upward  trend 
during  the  past  decade,  rising  from  2.1  billion  pounds  in  19^7  to  3»3^  billion 
last  year.    U.  S.  utilization  of  inedible  tallow  and  greases  in  soap  continued 
downward  in  1957*    This  was  offset,  however,  by  a  sharp  rise  in  use  in  animal 
feeds,  and  a  moderate  rise  in  "other"  industrial  uses  such  as  in  manufacturing 
nylon,  synthetic  rubber,  plastics  and  lubricants.    These  consumption  trends  are 
expected  to  continue  in  1958«    Tallow  prices  in  the  United  States  were  relative- 
ly high  toward  the  end  of  1957>  reflecting  reduced  supplies. 

European  production  of  tallow  and  grease  has  continued  to  recover  from  the 
effects  of  World  War  II  with  current  production  running  about  15  percent  above 
prewar  levels.    Production  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  largest  producer  in  this 
area,  totaled  2^  million  pounds  in  1957  compared  with  213  million  in  1956. 

Tallow  production  in  South  America  also  increased  significantly  last  year 
principally  as  a  result  of  a  20  millinn  pound  increase  by  Argentina.;  Tallow 
production  in  Argentina  has  increased  from  I96  million  pounds  in  1935-39  to 
kl2  million  po\mds  in  1957*    Production  in  1957  in  Brazil,  Colombia  and  Uruguay 
showed  little  change  from  195 6.    Little  infonnation  is  available  on  Asian  tallow 
output.    In  India,  it  is  extremely  small  in  comparison  to  cattle  numbers.  In 
China,  production  is  now  estimated  at  ikO  million  pounds,  or  30  million  under 
prewar  output.    Nearly  all  tallow  is  used  locally  in  China  as  there  Is  no  large 
scale  commercial  output.    A  large  part  of  the  tallow  produced  in  Turkey,  esti- 
mated at  50  million  pounds  in  1957 ^  comes  from  fat-tailed  sheep,  and  is  con- 
sidered edible. 

World  Exports 

In  1957  world  tallow  exports  totaled  1.95  billion  pounds,  a  decline  of 
about  k  percent  from  the  2.02  billion  in  1956.    Increased  exports  by  such  major 
producing  countries  as  Australia,  Argentina  and  Canada,  did  not  offset  a  9  per- 
cent drop  in  shipments  from  the  United  States.    As  a  result  of  the  decline  in 
trade,  the  United  States'  share  in  the  world  ta3J.ow  and  grease  market  dropped 
from  76  percent  in  1956  to  72  percent  In  1957- 

Tallow  exports  from  Australia  increased  about  5  percent  in  1957-  Australia, 
depending  upon  the  amo^uit  ©f  its  export  surplus,  is  expected  to  continue  to  press 
for  a  larger  share  of  the  Japanese  market,  most  of  which  is  now  held  by  the  United 
States.    Japan,  following  the  United  Kingdom,  is  now  Australia's  second  largest 
market  for  inedible  tallow.    One  provision  of  the  recently  negotiated  trade 
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agreement  between  Australia  and  Japan  is  to  include  Australia  as  a  permitted 
source  of  supply  for  "beef  tallow  on  the  "Automatic  Approval  List." 

Tallow  exports  from  Canada  were  about  10  million  pounds  higher  in  1957 
due  to  increased  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom,  Japan  and  the  United  States. 
Argentina's  share  in  the  world  tallow  market  also  increased  in  1957  as  a  result 
of  substantial  increase  in  exports  to  the  Netherlands,  the  United  Kingdom  and 
Italy. 

U.  S.  Exports 

U.  S.  exports  of  tallow  and  greases  were  down  9  percent  in  1957^  dropping  I 
to  1.^1  billion  pounds  from  1.50  billion  pounds  in  195^.    In  this  same  period 
exports  of  edible  tallow  were  down  from  hi  million  pounds  to  ik  million  pounds. 
The  principal  reasons  were  higher  prices  and  a  sharp  decline  in  exports  under 
Public  Law  kQO. 

Italy,  the  Netherlands  and  Japan  continue  'to  hold  their  positions  as  the 
principal  purchasers  of  U.  S.  produced  tallow.    Shipments  to  these  three  countries 
accounted  for  50  percent  of  the  U.  S.  tallow  trade  in  1957*    West  Germany,  Poland, 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  and  Egypt  also  imported  significant  amounts  of  tallow 
fran  the  United  States  in  1957*    However,  while  exports  to  Poland  and  Egypt  showed 
fairly'^Uarge  increases,  trade  with  West  Germany  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
was  down  substantially.    Exports  to  Japan,  the  third  largest  market  for  U.  S. 
tallow,  showed  a  6  percent  increase. 

The  United  States  has  been  doing  much  market  development  work  in  Japan  to 
increase  the  use  of  taJLlow  in  the  Japanese  soap  industry. 

Tallow  exports  from  the  United  States  in  1957  were  distributed  as  follows: 
North  America  108  million  pounds  (8  percent).  South  America  ^5  million  pounds 
(3  percent),  Europe  805  million  pounds  (58  percent),  Africa  115  million  pounds 
(8  percent),  aniAsia  318  million  pounds  (23  percent). 

Reasons  for  Reduced  U.  S.  Trade 

Reasons  for  reduced  U.  S.  tallow  shipments  to  various  countries  were: 

West  Germany  -  Increased  domestic  production  resulting  from  a  13  percent  in- 
crease in  domestic  cattle  and  8  percent  increase  in  domestic  pork  production. 
Higher  U.  S.  prices  were  also  a  factor. 

Mexico  -  Import  restrictions  imposed  early  in  1957>  aid  a  13-percent  increase  in 
domestic  production  were  the  chief  reasons  for  the  32  percent  drop. 

Belgium-Luxembourg  -  More  competitive  prices  offered  by  European  suppliers,  and 
greater  use  of  detergents. 

Union  of  South  Africa  -  Higher  U.  S.  prices  during  the  past  2  years  have  given 
Australia  an  opportunity  to  make  serious  inroad  into  the  South  African  market.
